larly melodious, seems a fitting in- 
troduction to the approaching Christ- 
mas tide now crowding just upon us; 
so fast indeed, that we hardly realize 
how near it is at hand, in the fact of 
the unusual lack of all the outward 
and visible signs — no cold — no snow, 
no jingle of the sleighbells, and yet 
the Christmas feeling somehow walks 
abroad in spite of external things, 
and at the approach or mere sugges- 
tion of winter, will be ready and ex- 
Dpctant for its usual fulfilment. 


Ot all the festivals in the Christ- 


tian Calendar there is none that ex- 
orcises an influence so strong and 
universal as Christmas. The reasons 
for this are varied and obvious for 
most nations, ancient or modern, the 
period of what is known as the win- 
ter .solstice appears to 
have been 


recognized as the season of rejoic- 
ing. 
The Roman Saturnalia, which 


fell at this time was a season of high 
festivity, honored by niauy privileges 
and exemptions from ill. The inter- 
change of gifts, and the offerings of 
donations to the poor, appears to 
have been one of the modes by which 
the heart manifested its thankful- 
ness, as, for example: the directions 
recorded in the Book of Esther, as 
given by Mordecai to the Jews in 
Shushan for celebrating their escape 
from the conspiracy of Hainan, that 
on the anniversaries of the days 
wherein the Jews rested from their 
enemies, the month, 
which 
was 


turned unto them from sorrow to joy 
and from mourning into a "good 
day," that they should make them 
days of feasting and joy, and of send- 
ing portions one to another, and of 
gifts to the poor." 


The Christian festival of the Na 


tivity with which these ancient cele- 
brations have been incorporated ap- 
pears to have been appointed at a 
very early period after the establish- 
ment of the new religion. There can 
be no doubt that an event so mo- 
mentous in itself would be annually 
commemorated 
among 
Christians 


from the first Apostles who survived 
our Lord's resurrection. As to the 
actual time of year of the birth of 
Christ, many controversies have been 
maintained, 
fn the first ages of the 


church and up to the council of Nice, 
the celebration of the Nativity and 
that of the Epiphany were united 
on the 2iHh day of December from a 
belief then prevalent — that the birth 
of Christ was simultaneous with the 
appearance of the Star in the East, 
which revealed it to the Gentiles.

The Boar's Head Carol was a very 


old carol which was sung with great 
spirit and enthusiasm, when 
roasted head of a wild boar, bedecked 
with sprigs of rosemary and bay, 
and redolent of garlic was borne in- 
to the banquet hall by the stewards 
and placed upon the table with great 
ceremony. 


Plum pudding was introduced in- 


to England with the reign of the 
"•Merrie Monarch" Charles the se- 
cond. 
It is a truly national dish, 


and refuses to flourish out of Eng- 
land. 
It can flnd *no footing in 


France. 
It has been said that a 


Frenchman will dress like an Eng- 
lishman, smoke like an Englishman, 
and swear like an Englishman, but 
if you would offend^him forever, 
compel him to eat plum pudding. 
Everybody has heard the story of 
St. Louis, Henry the IV, or whoever 
else it was, who wishing to regale the 
English Ambassador on Christmas 
day with a plum-pudding procured an 
excellent recipe for makingr one from 
a famous chef, which he gave to his 
cook with strict injunctions that it 
should be properly prepared, with 
due attention to every particular— 
the weight of the ingredients, the 
size of the boiler, the quantity of 
water, the length of time. 
Every- 


thing was attended to with the ex- 
ception of one little trifle, the King 
forgot the bag, and the pudding was 
served up, like so much soup in im- 
mense tureens, to the scorn of the 
Frenchman, and the surprise of the 
Ambassador, who, however, was too 
well-bred to express his astonish- 
ment. 


The origin of mince pie is involved 


in fable.. By some it has been sup- 
posed, from the oriental ingredients 
which enter into its composition, to 
have reference to the offerings made 
by the wise men. 
It was formerly 


made oblong in the form of a manger 
Against this supposition, and practice 
our Puritan ancestors made a vehe- 
ment outcry as idolatrous. Of course 
the churchmen and tories met the 
protest with great zeal the larger part 
of which was derived from the oppo- 
sition of their adversaries. 
The for- 


mer having pronounced mince pie to 
be an abomination, the eating of it 
was immediately made a test of or- 
thology by the latter. Sandys men- 
tions that even when in distress for 
a comfortable meal they refused to 
partake of this tempting dish when 
set before them, and quotes John 
Bunyan as refusing it in prison. He 
recommends that under such trying 
circumstances they should be eaten 
"with a protest" as might be dffne bj 
a lawyer in a similar case. 
In a 


struggle like this it is clear that the 
advocates of mince pie were likely 
to have the best of it, and now tha 
the delicious compound has come 
down to us stripped of the fact o 
.ts once having been a topic of dis 
putation it is freely partaken of by 
the numerous descendants of ou 
Puritan ancestors even the most rig- 
id Presbyterians raising no question 
"for conscience sake." 
But even 


mince pie is superseded by the mon 
delicate ice cream. 


As the customs and manners of th

Tlie rhythm of this old song, singu- 


larly melodious, seems a fitting in- 
troduction to the approaching Christ- 
mas tide-now crowding, just,upon us'; 
so fast indeed, that we hardly realize 
how near it is at hand, in the fact of 
the unusual lack of all the,outward 
and visible signs—-no cold—no snow, 
no jingle of the sleighbells, and yet 
the Christmas feeling somehow walks, 
abroad in spite of external, things, 
and at the approach or mere sugges- 
tion of winter, will.beiready and ex- 
pectant for its usual fulfilment. 


Of all the festivals in the Christ- 


lian Calendar there is none that ex- 
.orc'lses an influence so strong' and 
universal as Christmas. .The:reasons 
for this are varied and obvious for 
most nations, ancient or modern, the 
period of what Is known as the win- 
ter solstice appears to 
have been 


recognized as the season of .rejoic- 
ing. 
The.Roman .Saturnalia, which 


fell at this time was a season of high 
festivity, honored by niany privileges 
and exemptions .from ill. The inter- 
change of gifts, and the offerings of 
donations- to the poor, appears to 
have been one of the modes by which 
the heart manifested'.its thankful- 
ness, as, for example:'the directions 
recorded' in the Book of Esther, as 
given by Mordecai to ' the Jews In 
Shushan for celebrating their-escape 
from the conspiracy of Hainan, that 
on the anniversaries • of the days 
wherein the Jews rested from their 
enemies, the month, 
which 
was 


turned unto them from sorrow to joy 
and from mourning into a "good 
day," that they, should make them- 
days of feasting and joy,'and of send- 
ing portions one to another, and of 
•gifts to the poor," 


The Christian festival'.of the Na- 


tivity with which'these/.ancient cele- 
brations have been incorporated.; ap- 
pears to have been appointed at a 
very early period after the';establish- 
ment of tho new religion'.:; There can 
be no doubt that1 an event so..mo- 
mentous In itself would be.,:annually, 
commemorated 
among 
Christians 


from the first Apostles who survived 
our Lord's resurrection. As to the 
actual time of year of the birth of 
Christ,' many controversies have been 
maintained. In the" first ages of the 
church and up to the council of Nice, 
the celebration of the Nativity and 
that of the Epiphany were united 
on the 25th day.of December from a 
belief then prevalent—that the birth 
of Christ was simultaneous with the 
appearance of the Star In the East, 
which revealed It to the Gentiles. 


Amongst the 
arguments which 


were produced against the theory 
that the event occurred In the"depth 
of winter, one has been gathered 
from the passage In sacred history 
which states that "there were shep- 
herds abiding in the field keeping 
watch over their flocks by night." It 
Is an argument'however which does 
not seem entirely conclusive when we. 
remember that the event .took place 
in a pastoral country, and in a warm 
Eastern climate. For the purpose of 
commemoration, however, it is un- 
important whether it falls at the pre- 
cise period or not, and the arrange- 
ment which assigns It to its place in 
the Calendar fixes it at a season both 
convenient and suitable for all. 


Christmas tide represents a clus- 


ter of festlyals standing in approxi- 
mate order of succession, and illus- 
trated by a host of customs traditions 
and ceremonies, The season former- 
ly began with St, Thomas' day, the 
21st of December, and ended with 
^Twelfth, 
fttlght, better known as 


Epiphany, the 6th of January. 
It 


was then that the wise men came 
from the East to the manger in, 
Bethlehem, and offered their gifts 
of gold, frank incense and myrrh, to 
the Divine Child as it was foretold 
by the Psalmist. 
"The kings of 


Tharsis and of the Teles shall give 
presents, the kings of Arabia and 
Saba shall bring gifts," and the whole 
of Christendom delights in theso com 
memoratlons. 
We love those festi- 


vals which have beeii made as Wash- 
ington Irving says, "iJie season -for 
gathering together of family conn.ec-' 
tions, and drawing closer again those 
bonds of kindred heart.3 which tho 
sorrows of the world are continual- 
ly operating to cast loose o,f calling 
back the children, of a'family who 
have launched forth In life, and wan- 
dered widely asunder, once more to 
assemble about the paternal hearth, 
that rallying place of the affections, 
there to'grow young again, am id the 
endearing mementoes of childhood. 
Above all'we love the seasons which 
call for the exercise of a general 
hospitality, and give -the poor' man 
his few and precious glimpses of a 
plenty which his own toil cannot 
buy. 
We love all which tends to call 


man from his selfishness, and his own 
solitary views, into the warmth of 
a common sympathy, and within the 
bands of a common .brotherhood." 
If the old festivals, and commemora- 
tions, which were once so abundant 
In England that1 they obtained for 
her, many a long day. since, the name 
of "Merrie England', had no other 
recommendation that their festive 
character, on the community of "en- 
joyment which they 
imply, ..they. 


would on that /account alone be| 
worthy of all promotion, as an'-an- 
tidote to the cold, and selfish spirit 
which is tainting the life blood, and 
freezing the pulses of society. 


"Tis good to be merry and wise," 


but the wisdom which eschews mirth 
and considers the time devoted to It 
as so much wasted is very-question- 
able wisdom, In Itself, and' assured- 
ly notmuch 'to promote .the happi- 
ness of nations," 


And what a, festival it-:was! 
The- 


whole land, rang with the joy of it; 
Men might meet in crowds to feast 
beneath the banners' of the baron's, 
but the mistletoe hung over each 


man's door. 
The pageantries, , and 


high .observances of 'the time might 
draw men to a common center butfthe 
flame of the Yule-log, "kindled from 
the last year's firing,", roared iup all 
the individual chimneys/In the land. 
Old father^ Christinas/ at the' head 
of his numerous uproarious 'family 
might ride1 his,' goat through' the 
streets, and-lane's, of- the village, but 
he dismountedao sit,:for;some !few 
minutes, by each man's hearth; while 
some one or'another of, his,merry 
sons would break away to visit lthe 
remote farm" houses, or show'their 
laughing faces at rnauy^ a poor man's 
door. As feasting was a large part 
of the entertainment the very air 
steamed with the aroma of the good 
things provided,' for ithe occasion.

France. 
It has been said; that a 


Frenchman will dress like air" Engr 
'lishman, smoke like an Englishman, 
and swear like an Englishman, but 
if you would offend^him forever, 
compel him to eat plum pudding. 
Everybody has heard, tlie story of 
St. Louis, Henry the IV, or whoever 
else it was, who wishing to regale the 
English Ambassador on Christmas 
clay with a plum-pudding procured an 
excellent recipe for makingrone from 
a famous chef, which he gave to his 
cook with strict injunctions that it 
should be . properly 'prepared,. with 
due attention , to every particular:— 
the weight of the ingredients, the 
size of the boiler, the quantity of 
water, the length of time. 
Every- 


thing was attended to with the ex- 
ception of one little trifle, the King 
forgot the bag, and the pudding was' 
served up, like so much soup in im- 
mense tu'reens, to the • scorn of the 
Frenchman, and the surprise of the 
Ambassador, who, however, was too 
well-bred to express his astonish- 
ment. 


The origin of mince pie is involved 


in fable..' By some it has been sup- 
posed, from the oriental ingredients 
which enter into its composition, to 
have reference to the offerings made 
by- thev wise men. 
It was formerly 


made oblong in the form of a manger. 
Against this supposition, and practice 
our Puritan ancestors made a vehe- 
ment outcry as idolatrous. Of course 
the churchmen and tories met the 
protest with great zeal the larger part 
of which was derived from the oppo- 
sition of their adversaries. The for- 
mer having pronounced-mince pie to 
be'an' abomination, the eating of it 
was immediately made-a test of or- 
thology by the latter, 
Sandys men- 


tions that even when in distress for 
a comfortable meal they refused to 
partake of this tempting dislivwhen 
se^ before them, and quotes John 
Bunyau as refusing It in prison. He 
recommends that under such trying 
circumstances they should be eaten 
"with a protest" as might be d<Tne by 
a lawyer in a similar case. 
In a 


struggle like this^ It is clear that the 
advocates of mince pie were likely 
to have the best of it, and now that 
the delicious compound has come 
down to us stripped of the fact of 
its once having been a topic of dis- 
putation it is freely partaken of by 
tho numerous descendants of our 
Puritan ancestors even the most rig- 
id Presbyterians' raising no question 
"for 
conscience sake," 
But even 


mince pie -is superseded by the more 
delicate ice cr£am. 


As the customs and manners of the 


rude and- vigorous-barons began to 
soften and temper down, we find the 
loud and rough jollity of the-season 
giving way to a more sober and dig- 
nified form of expression, tho all 
along Christmas day itself - was duly 
celebrated with solemnity and re- 
spect. The churches. were trimmed

The Christian festival .of the Na- 


tivity'with which these, ancient cele- 
brations have been incorporated, ap- 
pears to have been appointed at a 
very early period after th;e-establish- 
ment of the hew religion'. ; There can 
be no doubt that an event so j".mo- 
mentous in itself would be. annually 
commemorated 
among 
Christians 


from the first Apostles who survived 
our Lord's resurrection. 
As to the 


actual time of year of the birth of 
Christ; many controversies have .been 
maintained. 
In the" first ages of the 


church and up to the council of Nice, 
the celebration bC the Nativity and 
that of the Epiphany were united 
on the 25th day of December from a 
belief then prevalent—that the birth 
o£ Christ was simultaneous with the 
appearance of the Star in the East, 
which revealed it to the Gentiles. 


Amongst the 
arguments 
which 


were produced against the theory 
that the event occurred in the~depth 
of winter, one has been gathered 
from the passage in sacred history 
which states that "there were shep- 
herds abiding in the fleld keeping 
watch o"ver their flocks by night." It 
is an argument however which does 
not seem entirely conclusive when we 
remember that the event -took place 
in a pastoral country, and in a warm 
Eastern climate. For the purpose of 
commemoration, however, it is un- 
important whether it falls at the pre- 
cise period or not, and. the arrange- 
ment which assigns it to its place in 
the Calendar fixes it at a season both 
convenient and suitable for all. 


Christmas tide represents a clus- 


ter of festivals standing in approxi- 
mate order of succession, and illus- 
trated by a host of customs traditions 
and ceremonies. The season former- 
ly began with St. Thomas' day, the 
21st of December, and ended with 
Twelfth, 
^fight, better known as 


Epiphany, the 6th of January. 
It 


was then that the wise men came 
from the East to the manger in. 
Bethlehem, and offered their gifts 
of gold, frank incense and myrrh, to 
the Divine Child as it was foretold 
by the Psalmist. 
"The kings of 


Tharsis and of the Teles shall give 
presents, the kings of Arabia aad 
Saba shall bring gifts," and the whole 
of Christendom delights in these com 
memorations. 
We love those festi- 


vals which have been, made as Wash- 
ington Irving says, "the season for 
gathering together of family connec- 
tions, and drawing closer again tliose 
bonds of kindred hearts which the 
sorrows of the worid are continual- 
ly operating to cast loose of calling 
back the children of a family who 
have launched forth in life, and wan- 


] dered widely asunder, once more to 
assemble about the paternal hearth, 
that rallying place of the affections, 
there to grow young again.amid the 
endearing mementoes of childhood. 
Above all we love the seasons which 
call for the exercise of a general 
hospitality, and give .the poor' man 
his few and precious glimpses of a 
plenty which his own toil cannot 
buy. 
We love all which tends to. call 


man from his selfishness, and his own 
solitary views, into the warmth of 
a common sympathy, and within the 
bands of a common brotherhood.'.' 
IE the old festivals, and commemora- 
tions, which were once so abundant 
in England that they obtained for 
her, many a long day since, the name 
of "Merrie England, had no other 
recommendation that their_ festive 
character, on the community of" en- 
joyment which they 
imply, .they, 


would on that /account alone be| 
worthy of all promotion, as an'*an- 
tidote to the cold, and selfish spirit 
which is tainting the life blood, .and 
freezing the pulses of society. 


'"Tis good to'be merry and wise," 


but the wisdom which eschews mirth 
and considers the time devoted to it 
as so much wasted is very-question- 
able wisdom, in itself, and assured- 
ly notmuch ' to promote .the happi- 
ness of nations." 


And what a festival it was! The' 


whole .land. rang, with the joy .of .it; 
Men might meet in crowds to] feast, 
beneath the banners of 'the'baron's',' 
but the mistletoe hung over each 


man's door. - The pageantries, and 
high observances of the time might 
draw men to a common center but'the 
flame of the Yule-log; "kindled from 
the last year's firing," roared .up all 
the individual chimneys in the land. 
Old father Christmas/ at the • head 
of his numerous uproarious fanwly 
might ride his goat through the 
streets, and lanes of the village, but 
he dismounted to sit, for some few 
minutes, by each man's hearth; while 
some one or. another of: his. merry 
sons would break away to,/visit the 
remote farm houses, or show their 
laughing faces at many a poor man's 
door. 
As feasting..was-:a'large part 


of the entertainment the very air 
steamed with the aroma of the good 
things provided'.' for /the occasion. 
Everybody kept the holiday hilt the 
cooks and all sounds were heard 
intermingled in the universal re- 
joicing but the gobble of thfe turkey. 
They had no turkeys then, hut they 
made sad havoc among other 'live 
sto'ck. 
Oxen .were roasted whole, 


can dthe boar's head, the brain, the 
sausages, the mince pies, plum pud- 
dings, geese and poultry, were all 
brought upon the board togehter. 
There is an old ballad setting forth 
the praises ,of the .menu, which it is 
recommended no man should read

roasted head of a wild boar, bedecked

and placed upon the table with great 
ceremony. 


Plum pudding was introduced in- 


to England ..with the reign of the 
".Merrie Monarch" Charles the. se- 
cond. 
It. is a..truly national dish, 


and refuses to" flourish out of Eng- 
land. 
It can. find »no footing in 


France. 
It has been said] that a 


Frenchman will dress like an . Engr 
'lishman, smoke like an Englishman, 
and swear like an Englishman, but 
if you would offend^.him forever, 
compel him to eat plum pudding. 
Everybody has heard . the story of 
St. Louis, Henry the IV, or whoever 
else it was,'who wishing to regale the 
English Ambassador on Christmas 
day with a plum-pudding procured an 
excellent recipe for makin§rone from 
a famous chef, which he gave to his 
cook with strict injunctions that it 
should be properly 'prepared, with 
due attention to every particular—- 
the. weight of the ingredients, the 
size of the boiler, the quantity 'of 
water, the length of time. 
Every- 


thing was attended to with the ex- 
ception of one little trifle, the King 
forgot the bag, and the pudding was 
served up, like so much soup in im- 
mense tureens, to the-scorn of the 
Frenchman, and the surprise of the 
Ambassador, who, however, was too 
well-bred to express his astonish- 
ment. 
. 


The origin of mince pie is involved 


in fable..' 
By some it has been sup- 


posed, from the oriental ingredients 
which enter into its composition, to 
have reference to the offerings made 
by. the, wise men. 
It was formerly 


made oblong in the form of a manger. 
Against this supposition, and practice 
our Puritan ancestors made a vehe- 
ment outcry as idolatrous.. Of course 
the churchmen and tories met the 
protest with great zeal the larger part 
of which was derived from the oppo- 
sition of their adversaries: The for- 
mer having pronounced mince pie to 
be"ari-abomination, the eating of it 
was immediately made-a test of or- 
thology by the latter. Sandys men- 
tions that even when in distress for 
a comfortable meal they refused to 
partake of this tempting- dish,when 
set before them, and quotes John 
Bunyan as refusing it in prison. He 
recommends that under such trying 
circumstances they should be eaten 
"with a protest" as might be do"ne by 
a lawyer in a similar case. 
In a 


struggle like this it is clear that the 
advocates of mince pie were likely 
to have the best of it, and now that 
the delicious compound has come 
down to us stripped of the fact of 
its once having been a topic of dis- 
putation it is freely partaken of by 
the numerous descendants, of our 
Puritan ancestors even the most rig- 
id Presbyterians' raising no question 
"for conscience sake.:" . But 
even 


mihce pie is superseded by the more 
delicate ice cre~am. 


As the customs and manners of the 


rude and' vigorous barons began to 
soften and temper down, "we find the 
loud. and.rough jollity of the season 
giving way to a more sober and dig- 
nified 'form -of expression, tho all 
along Christmas day itself- was duly 
celebrated with solemnity and re- 
spect. 
The churches . were trimmed 


with wreaths and garlands, and the 
people flocked early to them, to. send 
up joyful hymns and carols. 
The 


carol used to take the place . of the 
Psalms in the service, and the whole 
congregation joined in singing them 
with great spirit,and animation. And 
one of the striking signs of jthe 
Christmas season is that which arises 
from the ancient -and familiar prac- 
tice, .of decorating the houses and 
churches with evergreens during the 
festival.. 
The. practice, which re- 


commends itself to modern times .by 
its own pleasantness and beauty,, re- 
minds us of those expressions in the 
Prophets- which refer to the Messiah, 
and, describe, by natural allusion,"

NEW MARRIAGE 


LAW UNPOPULAR 


The new eugenics marriage law, 


which goes into effect January 1, is 
becoming a very general topic 
for 


discussion, especially as the time for 
Its enforcement draws near. 
The 


consensus of opinion, both. In this 
city and in other parts of the state, 
is that there Is a very urgent need 
for legislation along this Hue, but 
that the present law was not well 
considered, and will utterly fall in 
its purpose. 


The greatest objection is coming 


from physicians 
regarding the fee 


allowed for the examination. A maxi- 
mum fee of three dollars has been 
fixed by the state, and in various 
places physicians have taken con- 
certed action condemning this part ot 
the law. 
In Milwaukee and Racine 


the physicians refuse to make an ex- 
amination for so low a return. 
Tho 


reasonable fee, it is asserted by these 
physicians would be about twenty- 
five dollars 


One physician states that it will 


take six months to conduct the ex- 
amination that the state calls for, 
which In many cases would make the 
law most uppopular. 
As yet there 


has been no united action taken by 
the doctors of the state. 
They gen- 


erally admit that such a law if prop- 
erly enforced would save a great deal 
of misery and suffering and that it 
would be a good thing, but think that 
it Is impractical.

From the excavations under Reslna treasures 


huve already been obtained. "All Europe," wrote 
a correspondent of the Mercure do France In 1761, 
"impatiently supports the suspense in which It 
Is held over the discoveries In ancient Hercu- 
laneum, or Horacloa, as It Is now termed In Na- 
ples," But only at present has the Italian gov- 
ernment been able to think of accomplishing the 
gigantic task of unearthing the entire city, and it 
Is most probable that the now tone given to the 
national spirit by the war may make the charge 
appear light wlUch must bo Imposed upon tho 
budget In order to obtain a complete result, 


In Roman official spheres there is absolutely no 


knowledge of the existence of and project of Mr. 
,T. Plorpont Morgan for excavations at I-Iercu- 
latioum, Mr. Morgan's name has' been mixed up 
with this question owing to the fact that Mr, 
Charles Waldatoln, the author of an international 
project for unearthing tho burled city, delivered 
a lecture on January 3, 1905, in his house in New 
York with tho object of collecting the money 
necessary for tho work, which was then estimated 
at 1,000,000 lire annually, at least. 


Before lecturing In Now York Mr. Waldst'eln 


had visited Rome and spoken on tho matter with 
tho king, SIgnor Giolltti and Signer Orlando, then 
minister of public instruction. He had even ob- 
tained from SIgnor Orlando a letter warmly com- 
mending tho project, but In no way engaging hla 
responsibility. 
As s"oon as 
tho 
Idea became 


known In Italy the press raised violent protests 
and SIgnor Orlando was obliged to withdraw his 
moral support from Mr. Waldstein, 


Two years later an under secretary of state 


for education declared in the chamber of deputies 
that the Italian government reserved to Itself 
the faculty of making tho necessary excavations, 
and that a commission had been appointed with 
this object and funds supplied to the general di- 
rection of fine arts aucl antiquities, the direction 
of which had just been placed under Signer Cor- 
raclo Rlccl, a world renowned writer on art. 


Mr. Waldsteln later published an account of 


his 111 luck In Italy and America 
Jin a book upon - 


Herculaneum which was much appreciated ("Her- 
culaneum, Past, Present and Future," by Charlos- 
Waldstein; London; Macmlllan & Co., 1908).

underground galleries without .demolishing--the 
pretty little town which stands smilingly above 
it. A commission has been appointed with this 
object, There is-no Immediate call for.the under- 
taking except that due to our praiseworthy curios- 
ity, The world of science can wait; it has yet to 
study at least three-quarters of the objects found 
at Pompeii and in the vicinity, and the jewels 
of art which are hidden under the lava;are~not 
perishing.' On the contrary, the frescoes-uncov- 
ered at Pompeii some fifty years ago are spoil- 
Ing and falling Into ruin under the action of the 
air and damp."

It Is little wonder that the entire wqrld 'has 


been so deeply Interested in the excavations at 
Herculaneum and that archaeologists, and his-', 
torians have treasured such an ardor for the 
completion of the unearthing of the ancient city 
for so many years, for the conditions- of its 
tragic ongulfment were such that it IB generally 
believed .these ruins more than any others will 
present a complete plctu.ro of the life' of the 
times before the sepulture of the city. -The more , 
suddenly the forces of nature did their work of 
destruction the more perfect have been found to 
be all the details of the buildings and their fur: 


nlshlngs when the work of excavation has been 
completed. In the other.cities where'great-exca- 
vations'have.been made the destruction.was.more 
gradual and great havoc was wrought before 
the final sepulture took place. 
Thus, although 


some of tho other points at which excavations 
have been made were of greater importance in 
the ancient-world than was Herculaneum, it of- 
fers tho most perfect opportunities for beholding 
an ancient settlement ^as it existed, with few 
important details destroyed or disturbed. 
• 


Another point which contributes to the greater 


Importance of Herculaneum as a field for archaeo- 
logical investigation Is that the suddenness of the 
disaster from which It suffered made it Impos- 
sible for the Inhabitants to make an effort to 
save any -of the valuable articles of their homes 
by attempting to remove them 'to some ^distant 
place. In Pompeii, for instance, there was ample 
time to remove many of the most precious be- 
longings of the inhabitants, -But-in "Herculaneum 
this seems to have been impossible,1'and the val- 
uable objects of the-rich households were buried 
beneath the mass of liquid mud which 'inundated 
the city as securely as if they:'had been locked 
In Impregnable vaults,, .This mud was-an extra- 
ordinarily successful preserving fluid, to judge 
from the finds which have been made, for Instead 
of the surface of objects having been burned and 
charred by hot ashes, as was tho case at'Pompeii, 
at Herculaneum the objects, discovered by the 
excavators were many of- them in wonderfully 
perfect condition. Bronze, marble and glass ob- 
jects were none of them severely damaged, and 
manuscripts were sufllclently preserved to maKw 
possible their restoration to a degree which is high- 
ly satisfactory to archaeologists and historians. 


That the modern world will be able to obtain 


a better illustration of Hellenic culture as it was 
represented In a Graeco-Roman town from the 
excavations at Herculaneum than from those- at 
Pompeii is the belief of many who have made a 
comparative study of the ruined cities. They ad- 
duce this belief from the fact that J-Ierculaneum 
Is believed to have been less of a commercial 
settlement than was Pompeii, and that Its in- 
habitants were greatly more Interested in the 
fine arts and in all that pertained to^the most 
advanced thought apd culture of the times, The 
Inhabitants of Pompeii, on the other hand, are be-

fills today.; WelKo-do 


Rome . resorted thither for the benefit • of theii 
health,- as its air was believed to;-be particularly 
exhilarating. Rest and quiet from the disturbing 
influences of the great center were .found .m the 
•luxurious villas which .were situated in and 


• around'.' Herculaneum. There seems to have been 
no industry in the.,town except fishing, and the 
.character" of. the-ruins suggests that, like such a 
'^-prosperous- suburban'retreat of today, the settle- 
ment'rejoiced in all that wealth and care could, 
afford of beauty'and convenience.' 


Agrippina the elder, according to Seneca, was 


the owner of one of the most gorgeous of the 
villas in Herculaneum,-which, it is believed, was 
destroyed by the Emperor Caligula because his 
mother had once been imprisoned therein.^ An- 
other splendid villa was the.Casa del Papiri. The 
•Nonii of Nuceria were also among the aristocrats 
of the time who had villas in'the charming little 
town.

is buried not "under lava, rarely under natural 
cement, but generally under locally consolidated 
tuff (tuff Vis .the1 word most commonly used when 
the/.-ash Is so far consolidated as to break -into 
lumps);: .Seeing that we have reason to believe 
that at least as much ash has fallen /since the 
first century A,-D. as fell in 79 A. D., the first 
'thing-, to''.do'is' to endeavor to distinguish-between 
the successive eruptions/ If we'could find at the 
bottom of a layer of ash just enough pottery or 
other relics to enable us to identify^them as be- 
longing, to the seventeen-tb century or earlier, 
that line-should be traced with the^greatest care. 
In this way we might feel our way back into tin- 
remote past and perhaps somewhere make out 
upon satisfactory evidence (how deep some part 
of Herculaneum was buried In the eruption of

have already been obtained. "All Europe," wrote 
a correspondent of the Mercure de France in 1751,

laneum, or Heraclea, as It Is now termed in Na- 
ples." But only at present has the Italian gov- 
ernment been able to think of accomplishing the 
gigantic task of unearthing the entire city, and it 
Is most probable that the new tone given to the 
national spirit by the war may make the charge

In Roman official spheres there is absolutely no 


knowledge of Hie existence of and project of Sir. 
J. Pierpont Morgan for excavations at Hercu- 
laneum. Mr. Morgan's name has been mixed up 
with this question owing to the fact that Mr. 
Charles Waldstein, the author of an international 
project for unearthing tho buried city, delivered 
a lecture on January S, 1905, in his house In New 
York with the object of collecting the money 
necessary for tho work, which was then estimated 
at 1,000,000 lire annually, at least. 


Before lecturing In New York Mr. Waldstein 


had visited Rome and spoken on the matter with 
the king, Signor Giolitti and Signor Orlando, then 
minister of public instruction. He had even ob- 
tained from Signor Orlando a letter warmly com- 
mending the project, but In no way engaging his 
responsibility. 
As soon as 
the 
idea became 


known in Italy the press raised violent protests 
and Signor Orlando was obliged to withdraw his 
moral support from Mr. Waldstein. 


Two years later an under secretary of state 


for education declared in the chamber of deputies 
that the Italian government reserved to itself 
the faculty of making the necessary excavations, 
and that a commission had been appointed with 
this object and funds supplied to the general di- 
rection of fine arts a»d antiquities, the direction 
of which had just been placed under Signor Cor- 
rado Ricci. a world renowned writer on art. 


Mr. Waldstein later published an account of 


his 111 hick in Italy and America In a book upon 
Herculaneum which was much appreciated ("Her- 
culaneum, Past, Present and Future," by Charles 
Waldstein; London; Macmillan & Co.. 190S). 


I saw Signor Giacomo Bonl this morning at 


the excavations on Mount Palatino. where he has 
Jusl made some lucky finds, which led him to ask 
humbly: 
"Am I worthy of it?" He declared to 


me that, he knew nothing of any project of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan in regard to the question of 
excavations at Herculaneum—a question, more- 
over, that has been settled. 


Signor Corrado Ricci. general director of fine 


arts and antiquities, repeated the same thing to 
me. 
He added, "The Italian government will 


never—I repeat never—give permission to any- 
one whatever to search the soil of the fatherland. 
We are not Turkey! 
Even though foreign gov- 


ernments should express the desire to excavate in 
certain places to complete their studies, we should 
hasten to undertake the work ourselves, at our 
own expense, and to place the material unearthed 
tit the disposal of whoever wishes to study them.

culaneum the city of Resina is built and the ex- 
propriation of the land there is not so easy as in . 
the case of Pompeii. We have under considera- 
tion a bill dealing with the proprietorship of 
archaeological subsoils, which will probably al- 
low us to excavate Herculaneum by a series of 
underground galleries without demolishing the 
pretty little town which stands smilingly above 
it. A commission has been appointed with this 
object. There is -no immediate call for the under- 
taking except that due to our praiseworthy curios- 
ity. The world of science can wait; It has yet to 
study at least three-quarters of the objects found 
at Pompeii and in the vicinity, and the jewels 
of art which are hidden under the lava are not 
perishing. On the contrary, the frescoes uncov- 
ered at Pompeii some fifty years ago are spoil- 
ing and falling into ruin under the action of the 
air and damp." 


It is little wonder that the entire world has 


been so deeply interested in the excavations at 
Herculaneum and that archaeologists 
and his- 


torians have treasured such an ardor for the 
completion of the unearthing of the ancient city 
for so many years, for the conditions- of its 
tragic engulfment were such that it is generally 
believed these ruins more than any others will 
present a complete picture of the life of the 
times before the sepulture of the city. The more 
suddenly the forces of nature did their work of 
destruction the more perfect have been found to 
be all the details of the buildings and their fur- 
nishings when the work of excavation has been 
completed. In the other cities where great exca- 
vations-have been mads the destruction was more 
gradual and great havoc was wrought before 
the final sepulture took place. 
Thus, although 


some of the other points at which excavations 
have been made were of greater importance in 
the ancient world than was Herculaneum, it of- 
fers the most perfect opportunities for beholding 
an ancient settlement as it existed, with few 
important details destroyed or disturbed. 


Another point which contributes to the greater 


importance of Herculaneum as a field for archaeo- 
logical investigation is that the suddenness of the 
disaster from which it suffered made it Impos- 
sible for the inhabitants to make an effort to 
save any of the valuable articles of their homes 
by attempting to remove them to some distant 
place. In Pompeii, for instance, there was ample 
time tn remove many of the most precious be- 
longings of the inhabitants. But in Herculaneum 
this seems to have been impossible; and the val- 
uable objects of the rich households were buried 
beneath the mass of liquid mud which inundated 
the city as securely as if they had been locked 
In Impregnable vaults. 
This mud was an extra- 


ordinarily successful preserving fluid, to judge 
from the finds which have been made, for instead 
of the surface of objects having been burned and 
charred by hot ashes, as was the case at Pompeii, 
at Herculaneum the objects discovered by the 
excavators were many of them in wonderfully 
perfect condition. Bronze, marble and glass ob- 
jects were none of them severely damaged, and 
manuscripts were sufficiently preserved to mane 
possible their restoration to a degree which is high- 
ly satisfactory to archaeologists and historians. 


That the modern world will be able to obtain 


a better illustration of Hellenic culture as It was 
represented in a Graeco-Roman town from the 
excavations at Herculaneum than from those at 
Pompeii is the belief of many who have made a 
comparative study of the ruined cities. They ad- 
duce this belief from the fact that Herculaneum 
is believed to have been less of a commercial 
settlement than was Pompeii, and that its in- 
habitants were greatly more interested in the 
fine arts and in all that pertained to the most 
advanced thought and culture of the times. The 
inhabitants of Pompeii, on the other hand, are be- 


Jieved to have beea an 
aggregation of merchants 
very largely, and as ancl 
they were not particularlj 
representative of the lif« 
and thought of the mosl 
highly cultivated people 
of the times. 
One of the 


reasons for this belief in 
the different character oi 
the two cities is the dis- 
covery of' such a large 
number of manuscripts at 
Herculaneum, whereas a'

Herculaneum in the time of its prosperity oc- 


cupied to Rome somewhat the position which e 
suburban town of wealth in the vicinity of a 
great' city fills today. Well-to-do citizens ol 
Rome resorted thither for the benefit of theii 
health, as its air was believed to be particularlj 
exhilarating. Rest and quiet from the disturbing 
influences of the great center were found .in the 
luxurious villas which were situated 
in and 


around Herculaneum. There seems to have been 
no industry In the town except fishing, and the 
character of the ruins suggests that, like such a 
prosperous suburban retreat of today, the settle- 
ment rejoiced in all that wealth and care could 
afford of beauty and convenience. 


Agrlppina the elder, according to Seneca, was 


the owner of one of the most gorgeous of the 
villas In Herculaneum, which, it Is believed, was 
destroyed by the Emperor Caligula because his 
mother had once been imprisoned therein. 
An- 


other splendid villa was the Casa dei Paplri. The 
Nonii of Nucerla were also among the aristocrats 
of the time who had villas in the charming little 
town. 


According to Profesor Hughes, "Herculaneum 


is buried not under lava, rarely under natural 
cement, but generally under locally consolidated 
tuff (lull is the word most commonly used when 
the. ash is so far consolidated as to break into 
lumps). Seeing that we have reason to believe 
that at least as much ash has fallen since the 
first century A. D. as fell In 79 A. D., the first 
thing to do Is to endeavor to distinguish between 
the successive eruptions. If wo could find at the 
bottom of a layer of ash just enough pottery or 
other relics to enable us to Identifrithem as be- 
longing to the seventeenth century or earlier, 
that line should he traced with th^ greatest care, 
In this way wa might feel our way back into thfi 
remote past and perhaps somewhere make out 
upon satisfactory evidence how deep some parl 
of Herculaneum was buried In the eruption o) 
79 A. D."

only. I asked him what ho paid and 
he said 18 cents. 


I tasted the butter.

If each one of those people would

•dug out and dispersed by Pliny's contemporaries 
and by the barbarians who followed them even 
in civilized times. On the contrary, Herculaneum 
was sealed in its tomb in a few hours by the 
mixture of mud, ashes and scoriae,. and-no,...bno 
Has even been able to reach it, so high Is the 
mountain of detirls and hardened stone by which 
It was covered. "The entombment of Hercu- 
laneum," says Mr. Waldstein, was sudden, com- 
plete and secure, and this was not the case with 
the other Campanian cities, nor with Pompeii." 


From the excavations under Resina treasures 


have already been obtained. "All Europe," wrote 
a correspondent of the Mercure de France in 17.51. 
"Impatiently supports the suspense in which it 
is held over the discoveries in ancient Hercu- 
laneum, or Heraclea, as It Is now termed In Na- 
ples." 
But only at present has the Italian gov- 


ernment been able to think of accomplishing the 
•' 


gigantic task o£ unearthing the entire city, and It 
Is most probable that the new tone given to the 
national spirit by the war may make the charge 
appear light whtch must be imposed upon the 
budget in order to obtain a complete result. 


In Roman official spheres there is absolutely no 


knowledge ot the existence of and project of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan for excavations at Hercn- 
laneum. Mr. Morgan's name has" been mixed up 
with this question owing to the fact that Mr. 
Charles Waldstein, the author of an International 
project for unearthing tho buried city, delivered 
a lecture on January 3, 1905, in his house in New 
York with the object of collecting the money 
necessary for the work, which was then estimated 
at 1,000,000 lire annually, at least. 


Before lecturing In New York Mr. Waldstein 


had visited Rome and spoken on the matter with 
the king, Signor Glolltti and Signor Orlando, then 
minister of public instruction. 
He had even ob- 


tained from Signor Orlando a letter warmly com- 
mending the project, but In no way engaging his 
responsibility. 
As s"oon as 
the 
idea became 


known In Italy the press raised violent -protests 
and Signor Orlando was obliged to withdraw his 
moral support from Mr. Waldstein. 


Two years later an under secretary of state 


for education declared in the chamber of deputies 
that the Italian government reserved to itself 
the faculty of making the necessary excavations, 
and that a commission had been appointed with 
this object and funds supplied to the general di- 
rection of fine arts awd antiquities, the direction 
of which had just been placed under Signor Cor- 
rado Ricci. a world renowned writer on art. 


Mr. Watdsteln later published an account of 


his III luok In Italy and America In a book upon - 
[-lerculaneum which was much appreciated ("Her- 
culaneum, Past, Present and Future," by Charles- 
Waldstein; London; Macmillan & Co., 190S). 


I saw Signer Glacomo Boni this morning at 


the excavations on Mount Palatino. where he has 
ust made some lucky finds, which led him to asl; 
lumbly: 
"Am I worthy of it?" 
He declared to 


me that, he knew nothing of any project- of Mr. 
I. Pierpont Morgan in regard to the question of 
ixcavations at Herculaneum—a question, more- 
over, that has been settled. 


Signor Corrado Rloci, general director of fine • 


arts and antiquities, repeated the same thing to 
me. 
He added, "The Italian government will 


>—i repeat never—give permission to any 


_ne whatever to search the soil of the fatherland. 
We are not Turkey! 
Even though foreign gov- 


rnments should express the desire to.excavate in 
ertain places to complete their studies, we should 


hasten to undertake the work onrselves, at our 
own expense, and to place the material unearthed 
tit the disposal of whoever wishes to study them.

culaneum the city of Resina is built and the ex- 
propriation of the land there is -not so easy as in . 
the case of Pompeii. 
We have .under considera- 


tion a bill dealing with the proprietorship of 
archaeological 'subsoils, which will probably al- 
low us to excavate Herculaneum by a series of 
underground galleries without demolishing the 
pretty little town which stands smilingly above 
it. 
A commission has been appointed with this 


object. There is-no immediate call for.the under- 
taking except that due to our praiseworthy curios- 
ity. The world of science can wait; It has yet to 
study at least three-quarters of the objects found 
at Pompeii and in the vicinity, and the jewels 
of art which are hidden under the lava ;are not 
perishing. 
On the contrary, the frescoes- uncov- 


ered at Pompeii some fifty years ago are spoil- 
ing and falling into ruin under the action of the 
air and damp." 


It is little wonder that the entire world has 


been .so deeply interested in the excavations at 
Herculaneum and that archaeologists and his- . 
torlans have treasured 
such an ardor for the 


completion of the unearthing of the ancient city 
for so many years, for the conditions- of 
its 


tragic engiilfment were such that it is generally 
believed ..these ruins more than any others .will 
present a complete picture of the life' of the 
times before the sepulture of the city. -The more . 
suddenly the forces of nature did their work of 
destruction the more perfect have been found to 
be all the details of the buildings and their fur- 
nishings when the work of excavation has been 
completed. In the other.cities, where 'great :exca-. 
vations-have been made the destructian.was.more 
gradual and great havoc was wrought before 
the final sepulture took place. - Thus, although 
some of the other points at which excavations 
have been made were of greater importance in 
the ancient, world than was Herculaneum, it of- 
fers the most perfect opportunities for beholding 
an ancient settlement ja.a it existed, with few 
important details destroyed or disturbed. - 


Another, pomt which contributes to the greater 


importance of Herculaneum as a field for archaeo- 
logical investigation Is that the suddenness of the 
• 


disaster from which It suffered made it Impos- 
sible for the inhabitants to make an effort to 
save any 'of the valuable articles of their homes 
by attempting to remove them to some,distant 
place. In Pompeii, for instance, there was ample 
time to remove many of the most precious be- 
longings of the inhabitants. But in Herculaneum 
this seems to have been impossible/and. the val- 
uable objects of the-rich households were burled 
beneath the mass of liquid mud which Inundated 
the city as securely as if they'had been locked 
In impregnable vaults.. .This mud was an. extra- 
ordinarily successful preserving fluid, to judge 
from the finds which have been made, for instead 
of the surface of objects having been burned and 
charred by hot ashes, as was the case at'Pompeii, 
at Herculaneum the objects, discovered by the 
excavators were many of them in wonderfully 
perfect condition. Bronze, marble and glass ob- 
jects were none of them severely damaged, and 
manuscripts were sufficiently preserved to maKe 
possible their restoration to a degree which is high- 
ly satisfactory to archaeologists and historians. 


That the modern world will be able to obtain 


a better illustration of Hellenic culture as It was 
represented in a Graeco-Roman town from the 
excavations at Herculaneum than from those at 
Pompeii is the belief of many who have made a 
comparative study of the ruined cities. 
They ad- 


duce this belief from the fact that Herculaneum 
Is believed to have been less of a commercial 
settlement than was Pompeii, and that its in- 
habitants were greatly more interested. In the 
fine arts and in all that .pertained to^the most 
advanced thought and culture of the times. 
The 


Inhabitants of Pompeii, on the other hand, are be- 


afford of beauty and convenience. 


Agrippina the elder, according to Seneca, was 


the owner of one of the most gorgeous of the 
villas in Hercularieum,-which. It is believed, was 
destroyed by the Emperor Caligula because bis 
mother had once been imprisoned therein.^ An- 
other splendid villa was the Casa del Papiri. The 
•Nonii of Nuceria were also among the aristocrats 
of the time who had villas in'the charming little 
town. 


According to Profesor Hughes, "Herculaneum 


is buried not 'under lava, rarely under natural 
cement, but generally under locally consolidated 
tuff (tuff .is the:word most commonly used when 
the.-asii is so far consolidated as to break into 
lumps). 
Seeing that we have reason to believe 


that at least as much ash has fallen'since the 
first century A.-'-D. as fell in 79 A. D., the first 
thing to do is to endeavor to distinguish between 
the successive eruptions. If we could find at the 
bottom of a layer of ash just enough pottery or 
other relics to enable us to identify\them as be- 
longing to the seventeenth century or earlier, 
that line should he traced with the,, greatest care. 
In this way we might feel our way back into the 
remote past and perhaps somewhere make oul 
upon satisfactory evidence how deep some pari 
of Herculaneum was buried In the eruption o( 
79 A. D."

Financiers rant about the high 


cost of living, and the humanitarians 
spout about the Ills of chi,ld labor, 
and the inability of the down-trodden 
worklngman to improve his condl 
tions, but they fail to see that every 
time you increase the navy and army 
a hundred thousand men you have 
added to the burden of the producer 
n load of something like a hundred 
thousand dollars a day, 
The pro 


ducers of the country do not see the 
money taken out of their pocket 
but they have to contribute this a> 
mount Just the same as long as the 
soldier is getting his pay. 
Arguing 


along the same lines it would only 
be right to say that war was a good 
thing, as it gives employment to more 
men, 
but everybody knows that no- 


thing 
Impoverishes 
a country so 


quickly 
as war. ' It impoverishes 


It not only financially, but also in 
art, '"i ethics, 
in 
humanity, and 


everything that goes to make up 
civilization. 


Every time another burden is put 


onto the country in the way of en- 
larging, the navy or army, the age at 
which children are put to work is 
made a little younger, for It Is the 
working class that 
produces 
the 


wealth and necessities of the country, 
find the heavier you load them the 
longer must be their hours and the 
younger you must put their chil 
dren to work in order that the family 
may live. 
Men in comfortable cir- 


cumstances are complaining about 
the cost of raising a family. 
They 


mean to raise thenf and educate thum 
as a child should be educated. 
It 


is a well known fact that the labor- 
ing class are the raisers of families, 
and with the burden they have to 
carry is it any wonder that the young- 
sters have to go to work at a tender 
age. 


This Is not wind, like Representa- 


tive Gray was handing^ out when he 
made his argument. It is bourne but 
by the conditions in other countries 
where immense standing armies are 
maintained, and where it takes mil- 
lions of dollars every year to sup 
port the royal family. In those coun-

Cheap Electric Lights. 


There la, to my mind, no reason why 


every good farmer should not enjoy all 
tho 'luxuries provided for tho man liv- 
ing In a large town, particularly those 
of light and water. 
About two years 


ago, when building a new home in the 
country, I,decided to have the house 
wired for electric lights. This, we had 
done at a cost of $122, there being 
thirteen rooms*- besides all halla and 
porches,-well lighted, There are flfty- 
elght outlets in the house, two in tho 
barn ;and two in power house. 
As 


there, arc from one to five lights al, 
each opening, this gives us, all told, 
seventy-seven lights. 


Having a four-horse power gasoline 


engine'for pumping water Into an un- 
derground tank holding 1,GOO gallons, 
I saw whoro I could get my lights a,t 
no additional cost of running.. So I 
bought a generator, 1% kw. ampere,35 
a switchboard and a 70-hour storage 
battc.y. Tho generator is placed be- 
tween engine and pump, and so gen- 
orates light pressure whenever we are 
pumping water, 


I run tho engine on an average of 


not more than half an hour a day. Thsi 
gives us light and water for a family 
of four, besides what light is needed 
at tho barn, and water for eighteen 
head of stock and cattle. 


Tho cost of generator, switchboard 


and battery was $275 Installed. What 
I call the power house is a small build- 
ing -18x20 foot, and is sixty yards from 
our dwelling. 
This contains all the 


machinery for running both light and 
water systems. 


Tho electric wires are brought to 


tho house from this building, under- 
ground, through a load cable. This 
of course, is unnecessary, as well as 
an extra expense, but does away with 
having unsightly polos and wires in 
thd yard, and also Insures against 
lightning, or breakage by heavy sleets;

Possible for Dairy Farmer to Grow 


Balanced Rations—His Salvation 


Depends on Point. 


Molasses is used in many instances 


to disguise very lov^grade materials, 
including weed seeds. Farmers should 
buy the molasses and make their own 
mixtures. The feed question is a big 
one with dairy farmers, but it is not 
a serious problem to those who have 
their barns filled with 
good 
alfalfa 


hay, which can be grown successfully 
in every county in New Jersey, 
and 


which, on the average, would not cost 
$10 a ton. I am strongly opposed to 
the purchase of low-grade feeds, un- 
less the price is in proportion, which, 
unfortunately, is not now the case, 
as on the average feeds carrying from 
6 to 12 per cent protein, and a high 
percentage of crude fiber, cost per 
ton practically the earne 
as 
feeds 


which carry from 15 to 40 per cent 
protein, with a correspondingly high 
rate of digestibility and low percent- 
age of crude fiber. 
You could do no 


better than to make a strong drive 
for high-grade protein 
feeds, 
more 


especially for use in the dairy, and 
also for the larger growth and use of 
legumes by dairy fanners. It is pos- 
sible for the dairy farmer to grow 
balanced rations, or at least to get 
along with a very small purchase of 
feeds, says a writer in an exchange. 
The salvation of the dairy farmer de- 
pends largely upon this point.

Farmer't Wife or Daughter Should 


Study Wants of Cuitomer* and 


Give What It Desired. 


(By W. H. UNDERWOOD.) 


When a farmer's wife or daughter 


has a sufficient quantity of milk to be 
able to sell some butter, she ought by 
all means to find out just what sort 
of butter people will pay the highest 
price for and how the same is pack- 
ed for sale, and comply with these 
conditions. If they do BO they will get 
all it is worth. 


On a Saturday not long since while 


I was waiting in the store sevcraj 
persona brought in butter, and with 
the exception of that from two cus- 
tomers (myself and one other), it 
was all made in large rolls, small rolU 
packed in jars, crocks and pans. Some 
was made in round prints r.r.d wrap- 
ped in oil paper, and some of the 
large rolls were also wrapped in oil 
paper. 


The clerk weighed a basket of eight- 


pound prints, and they 
tipped 
the 


scales at six and 
one-half 
pounds 


only. 
I asked him what he paid and 


he sai;] 18 cents. 


I tasted the butter. 
It was good 


and the merchant would have been 
glad to pay -5 cents, the same as I 
got, but he said he could not sell it 
for more than 18 cents because it had 
a mussy-looking appearance. 


If each one of those people would 


pay $1.25 for a brick-shaped mold that 
will make an extra pound; 50 cents 
for a roll of parchment paper sr,ven 
and one-half inches wide, tear the pa- 
per with the aid of a ruler Into sheets 
ten and onn-half Inches long, dip theso 
Into cold water and wrap each pound 
neatly, pack them neatly in a clean 
box lined with white paper, I assure 
you that they can then get 25 cents 
per pound for their butter and the 
gain In price will give them a good 
many dollars to put into their pock- 
ets.

In Brittany There Exists a Huge Black 


Stone Image of a Woman That 


Is Very Old. 


One of the most curious relies of 


paganism remaining in a 
Christian 


country Is the gigantic black stone 
figure of a woman which Is to be seen 
in a forest of the district of Morbi- 
han in Brittany. 


It is known as the "black Venus," 


but probably dates far back 'of the 
time when the Greeks and Romans 
worshiped that goddess. Antiquaries 
assert that this figure belongs to the 
age 'of the serpent worshipers, one'of 
whose subterranean temples is in the 
neighborhood. This would make the 
figure far older than the Christian era. 


The statue is that of a huge, un- 


couth woman, with a sullen, angry 
countenance, her form enveloped in 
a loose mantle. The superstitious 
Bretons have always worshiped tho 
figure, asserting that It has 
power 


over the weather and the crops. 
If 


the idol is neglected they declare that 
the grain dies on the ear, and if the 
linger of tho "black woman" over Mor- 
bihau. 


Twice the stone was cast into the 


sea by pious folk, who hoped thereby 
i: "^'* !an end to this Idolatry, and 
twice the peasants dragged it back and 
set it up in its old place. 


Some two hundred years ago Count 


Pierre de L,annon, on whose estate the 
figure stood, in order to save 
the 


statue from both friends and enemies, 
dragged it by forty yoke of. oxen to 
his own chateau and set it up In the 
courtyard. He cut an Inscription on 
the base of the pedestal, declaring the 
figure to be a Venus carved by Cae- 
sar's soldiers.—Harper's Weekly.

I was waiting .in the store, severaj 
persons brought In butter, and with 
the exception of that from two cus- 
tomers (myself and .one other), It 
was all made In large rolls, small rolls 
packed In jars, crocks and pans. Some 
was made in round prints and wrap- 
ped in oil paper, and some of the 
large rolls were also wrapped in oil 
paper.

only.

he said 18 cents. 
I tasted the butter. It was good 


and the merchant would have, been, 
glad to pay 25 cents, the. same .as I 
got, but he said he could not sell it 
for more than 18 cents because it had 
a mussy-looking appearance. 


If each one of those people would

some uneasiness began to be mani- 
fested respecting the ultimate inten- 
tions of the commissioners. To cut a 
long story short, as fast as the various 
Lerraces encircling the park and tho 
detached villas within the. inclosure 
were completed the public were ex- 
cluded from the park lands either ^op-. 
posite or round and about the houses 
till finally they found themselves shut 
out of the park entirely. 


This infringement of the rights of 


the public (for the improvements were 
paid for out of the public purse) was 
very gradual and insiduous. The park 
took nearly thirty years to lay. out 
and build, and it was not till 1838 that 
Londoners woke up- to the fact that 
while a vast space had been preserved 
from the encroachment ot mean build- 
Ings they had lost the time-honored 
use 'of it for recreation and exercise. 
In that year the commissioners gave 
the public access to a small strip on 
the eastern side. 


This concession was speedily loi- 


lowed by an agitation 
against 
the 


whole policy of Regent's park. 
In 


April 1841, Lord Nugent presented an 
address to the queen from the neigh- 
boring parishes praying her majesty 
to throw the entire park open to .the 
public. The queen; personally investi- 
gated the subject and came to the con- 
clusion/that the rights of the public 
had been grossly violated. By her or- 
d'ers the whole park was thrown open 
on August 15, 1841, and simultaneously 
the government purchased Primrose 
hill from the Eton college estate and 
added it to the park. 


The collection of the Zoological so- 


ciety with the park dates from 1828 
and the collection 
of animals was 


swelled 
by --transferring 
the royal 


collection in the Tower 
thither 
in 


1834 
It may be added that the zoo 


never really caught on with the public 
lint'il the immense excitement created 
by the arrival of the first hippopota- 
mus in 1850. The Royal Botanic so-

Representative Gray of 
Indiana 


argues In favor of a large navy be- 
cause It glvea employment to more 
men, and thinks that therefore the 
country is justified in enlarging the 
navy and army from year to year. 


A man who will argue in such a 


manner must either be a fool or else 
imagine that the people he is talking 
to are fools. 
Let us figure it out. 


Every man In the army or navy has 
to live, and it costs in the neighbor- 
hood of thirty dollars per month to 
support him. This is putting it low. 
The man in the navy is not a produc- 
er. All that he receives in either pay 
or rations has to be contributed by 
the public. 
He gives nothing in 


return, as he produces nothing in 
any way. 
In fact he is no different 


from the pauper or insane man or the 
Inmate in a home for feeble minded, 
no far as his ability to support him- 
self is concerned. 
If it is a good 


thing to 
have a large 
navy on 


account 
of 
the 
large 
number 


of men it employs, it would also be a 
good thing to increase the number 
in the poor houses and insane asy- 
lums, for the larger number you got 
in there the more men would be em- 
ployed, supported in idleness. 


Financiers rant about the high 


cost of living, and the humanitarians 
gpout about the ills of child labor, 
and the inability of the down-trodden 
worklngman to improve his condi- 
tions, but they fail to see that every 
time you increase the navy and army 
a hundred thousand men you have 
added to the burden of the producers 
a load of something like a hundred 
thousand dollars a day. 
The pro- 


ducers of the country do not see the 
money taken out of their pocket, 
but they have to contribute this a- 
mount, just the same as long as the 
soldier Is getting his pay. Arguing 
along the same lines it would only 
be right to say that war was a good 
thing, as it gives employment to more 
men, but everybody knows that no- 
thing 
impoverishes 
a country so 


quickly 
as war. ' It impoverishes 


It not only financially, but also in 
art, ' i ethics, 
in humanity, and 


everything that goes to make up 
civilization. 


Every time another burden is put 


onto the country in the way of en- 
larging the navy or army, the age at 
which children are put to work is 
made a little j'ounger, for it is the 
working class that 
produces 
the 


wealth and necessities of the country. 
and the heavier you load them the 
longer must be their hours and the 
younger you must put their chil- 
dren to work in order that the family 
may live. 
Men in comfortable cir- 


cumstances are complaining about 
the cost of raising a family. 
They 


mean to raise them and educate tht-m 
as a child should be educated. 
U 


Is a well known fact that the labor- 
ing class are the raisers of families, 
and with the burden they have to 
carry Is it any wonder that the young- 
sters have to go to work at a tender 
age. 


This is not wind, like Representa- 


tive Gray was handing>out when he 
made his argument. It is bourne out 
by the conditions in other countries 
where Immense standing armies are 
maintained, and where it takes mil- 
lions of dollars every year to sup- 
port the royal family. In those coun- 
tries the children are put to work as 
soon as they can walk, and the re- 
sult is that many of them are illit- 
erate all their lives, and mere drud- 
ges that have no chance and very lit- 
tle ambition to improve their condi- 
tion. 
A few out of the great mass 


rise above their fellows and manage 
to get away from the fatherlar-d and 
come to this country. 
They were 


anarchists in their own country; 
tere, the lord only knows what they 
are, for they don't know themselves. 
They don't fit in with the scheme of 
things here. They are mental, moral 
and physical outcasts. They arc not 
to be blamed, for they are what tho 
conditions 
have 
produced. They 


have got just brains enough to know 
that their condition was brought 
about by tke methods pursued by the 
government of their country, so they 
are against the government; any kiM 
of a government. They do not recog- 
nize the difference between the gov- 
ernment they make themselves and 
the one that is forced upon them; 
for they are against it just the same. 


If the load on the working man in 


the United States is added to year by 
year, the time will come when this 
country is no different from any other 
In this respect, and it is a thing that 
should be guarded against. The gen- 
eral public should realize that they 
gain nothing by a large navy or army 
and when their representative ex- 


. presses himself as being in favor of 


it they should see that he does not 
remain their representative any long- 
er than is absolutely necessary. 


Cheap Electric Hjrhts. 


There is, to my mind, no reason why 


every good farmer should not enjoy all 
the luxuries provided for the man liv- 
ing in a large town, particularly those 
of light and water. About two years 
ago, when building a new home in the 
country, I decided to have the house 
wired for electric lights. This we had 
done at a cost of $122, there being 
thirteen roomsj besides all halls and 
porches, well lighted. There are fifty- 
eight outlets in the house, two in the 
barn and two in power house. 
As 


there are from one to fhe lights a 
each opening, this gives us, all told 
seventy-seven lights. 


Having a fojr-horse power gasoline 


engine for pumping water into an un- 
derground tank holding 1,500 gallons, 
1 taw where I could get my lights a 
no additional cost of running. So ' 
bought a generator, 1 % kw. ampers 35 
a switchboard and a 70-hour storagi 
battt.y. The generator is placed be 
tween engine and pump, and so gen 
erates light pressure whenever we an 
pumping water. 


I run the engine on an average o: 


not more than half an hour a day. Ths, 
gives us light and water for a familj 
of four, besides what light is neede 
at the barn, and water for eighteen 
head of stock and cattle. 


The cost of generator, switchboar- 


and battery was $275 installed. Wha 
I call the power house is a small build 
ing 18x20 feet, and is sixty yards from 
our dwelling. 
This contains all th 


machinery for running both light am 
water systems. 


The electric wires are brought t 


the house from this building, under 
ground, through a lead cable. This, 
of course, is unnecessary, as well a: 
an extra expense, but does away wit 
having unsightly poles and wires i 
the yard, and also insures agains 
lightning, or breakage by heavy sleets 
—Orange Judd Farmer.

mall pox was so prevalent in Eng- 
;albd that one in ten deaths was dus 
:o' that cause. 
So common 
were 


mall pox scars, that a clear, un- 
marked skin was used as a means of 
dentiflcation. 
Today, 
small pox 


scars are exceptional. This favorable 
Ituation has been- brought about 
mainly by vaccination. 


The danger of -vaccination has 


:>een urged against its employment. 
'he danger is extremely slight—far 
ess than the danger of remaining 
unvaccinated. The fact that there 
has been no serious epidemic for & 
number of years constitutes 
the 


greatest danger. 
Many who have no 


question of the efficacy and safety 
of this protective agency, have grown 
careless. _ 


Jenner, an English country phy. 


sician discovered vaccine in 1798. 
His studies occupied 30 years. H* 
found a tradition 
in 
Gloucester- 


shire, that dairy workers who -had 
acquired cow pox, accidentally, nev- 
er contracted small pox. 
His inr 


vqstigations disclosed much conflict 
ing evidence, due chiefly to wrong 
diagnoses. 
Finally, he knew posi. 


tively that true cow pox did protect 
against smallpox. He then reasoned, 
correctly, that if acidental cow pox 
infection, (a very mild disease in 
man) 
gave protection from a very 


fatal disease, it was the duty of phy- 
sicians to secure that protection for 
their patients by deliberate vaccina- 
tion. 


Organizations have been formed 


to combat vaccination. 
Whatever 


danger attended vaccination in the 
past (negligible as compared with 
benefit secured) is now almost en- 
tirely eliminated by' the addition of 
glycerine in the manufacture of vac- 
cine. 


i 
In the comparatively few instances 


in which small pox is acquired after 
supposedly 
successful 
vaccination, 


the disease runs a very mild course. 


NEWS ITEMS FROM 


NEARBY PLACES 


Man Killed at Marshfield.—Con- 


rad Poppe, aged seventeen years, to- 
gether with a span of horses he was 
driving, was killed Tuesday at 9 a. 
m. on the Vine street crossing by the 
local north bound way freight. Poppe 
died ten minutes after the accident, 
the two horses being killed isntantly. 
William Weber, a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Weber, about the same age of 
the Poppe boy, was thrown from the 
seat a distance of nearly 50 feet but 
escaped without serious injury. Pop- 
pe v as driving the dray team own-jtl 
by the Northside Livery and was on 
his way toFrank Backus's place for 
a load of household goods. He was 
accompanied by William Weber wh& 
occupied a seat by the side of him. As 
they proceeded up Vine street, the 
railroad track, looking east, being 
hid from view by the Standard Oil 
Company's warehouse, they were un- 
aware of the approaching danger un- 
til only an instant before the collision 
occurred and too late to cross or back 
away from the crossing. The train, 
running at a high rate of speed to get 
out of the way of the east bound 
passenger train, due here at 9:07, 
struck the rig with terrific force. The 
horses were thrown or dragged near- 
ly 150 feet from where the accident 
happened. Poppe was knocked from 
the wagon and fell near the track, 
while Weber was thrown 30 feet, 
miracuously escaping without a brok- 
en bone or scratch. When he arose 
to his feet he saw Poppe rolling on 
the ground and almost under the 
train. 
He rushed to his side and 


kept him from being ground to pieces 
under the car wheels. The coron- 
er's jury held the Soo railroad re- 
sponsiblefor 
the accident.—Marsh- 


field Herald.

' time you increase the navy and army 


a hundred thousand men you have 
added to the burden of the producers 
n load of something like a hundred 
thousand dollars a day. 
The pro- 


ducers of the country do not see the 
money taken out of their pocket, 
but they have to contribute this a- 
mount just the same as long as the 
soldier Is getting his pay.

Every time another burden is put 


onto the country in the way of en- 
larging the navy or army, the age at 
which children are put to work is 
made a little younger, for It is the 
working class • that 
produces • the 


wealth and necessities of the country, 
and the heavier you load them the 
longer must be their hours and the 
younger you must put their cull' 
dren to work in order that the family 
may live. 
Men in comfortable cir- 


cumstances are complaining about 
the cost of raising a family. 
They 


mean to raise them" and educate thum 
us a child should be educated. 
It 


is a well known fact that the labor- 
ing class are the raisers of families, 
and with the burden they have to 
carry is it any wonder that the young- 
sters have to go to work at a tender 
age.This Is not wind, like Representa- 
tive G-ray was handing} out when he 
made his argument. It Is bourne but 
by the conditions in other countries 
where Immense standing armies are 
maintained, and where it takes mil- 
lions of dollars every year to sup- 
port the royal family.

Cheap Electric Lights. 


There.is, to.my mind, no reason.why 


every good farmer should not enjoy-all 
tho luxuries provided for the man liv- 
ing in a large town, particularly those 
oi light and water. 
About two .years 


ago, when building- a new home in the 
country, I decided to have the house 
wired Tor electric lights. This we had 
done at a cost of ¥122, there 
being 


thirteen roomsj- besides all halls • and 
porches, well lighted. There are fifty- 
eight outlets in the house, two in the 
barn .and two in power house. . ' .As 
there are from one to five lights at 
each opening, this gives us, air told, 
seventy-seven lights. 


Having a four-horse power gasoline 


engine.for pumping-water into an un- 
derground tank holding 1,500 gallons, 
I saw where I could get my lights at 
no additional cost of running. 
So 1 


bought a f-ronerator, 1% lew. ampers 35 
a switchboard and a 70-hour storage 
battt.y. 
The generator is placed be- 


tween engine and pump, and so gen- 
erates light pressure whenever we are 
pumping water. 


I run the engine on an average of 


not more than half an hour a day. Thsi 
gives us light and water for a family 
of four, besides what light is needed 
at the barn, and water for eighteen 
head of stock and cattle. 


The cost of generator, switchboard 


and battery was $275 installed. What 
I call the power house is a small build- 
ing -18x20 feet, and is sixty yards from 
our dwelling. 
This contains all the 


machinery for running both light and 
-water systems. 


The electric wires are brought to 


the house from this building, under- 
ground, through a lead cable. 
This, 


of course, is unnecessary, as well as 
an extra expense, but does away with 
having unsightly poles and wires in 
the yard, and also insures against 
lightning, or breakage by heavy sleets; 
—Orang-e Jucld Farmer.

textbooks, and the lessons will be a 
required course of study. 
The state 


of Wisconsin through its legislature 
has made it mandatory. 


In line with the remarkable awak- 


ening over the country, and especial- 
ly among the manufacturers of Wis- 
consin in the prevention of accidents, 
the last legislature enacted a law re- 
quiring that every school child in the 
state be instructed In safety. The state 
be instructed in safety. The law says 
that the state superintendent of schools 
shall at once prepare a textbook at 
the state's expense. The New Jersey 
legislature recently passed a similar 
law. A law requiring all apprentices 
and continuation pupils to be instruct- 
ed in safety has been in force in Wis- 
consin for two years. 


C. W. Price, assistant to the Wis- 


consin industrial commission, and an 
officer of the national council for in- 
dustrial safety, states that this coun- 
cil is about to issue a textbook on 
safety which will be suitable for use 
in all grades of schools. 
It is pro., 


posed to publish this book at cost and 
to make it the one standard fur the 
United States. 
The 
plates will 
be 


loaned without cost to any state or 
city desiring to publish the book. 
State Supt. C. P. Gary requested Mr. 
Price to secure them for Wisconsin 
as soon as they are prepared, and 
Dean L. E. Reber has also indicated 
hjs desire to use this book 
in 
th« 


extension work of the university. 


Mr. Price, who is chairman of the 


committee of the national council for 
industrial safety which has its prep. 
aration in charge, says the book will 
be prepared by a competent safety en- 
gineer, an educator, and an experienc- 
ed story writer. 
The endeavor will 


be made to write it from the childjs 
point of view and to fully illustrate it 
with effective pictures and 
graphic 


stories tolling- how accidents may hap- 
pen, 
and 
will emphasize what the 


child can do to protect herself. The 
object will be to teach tyabits of cau- 
tion 
No instruction will be given in 


respect to the building of guards, but 
suggestions will be included in 
re- 


Kard to the use of guards provided by 
the employer. 


The book will l>e published in four 


sections, covering the home, streets 
and street cars, railroads, and fac- 
tories, shops and stores. 
The home 


section will cover such subjects as 
play, the handling of fire, matches, 
lamps, kerosene and other explosives, 
the use of firearms, firecrackers and 
boiling water, climbing on buildings, 
poisons, animal bites and kicks, and 
drowning:. The section on streets and 
street cars will cover crossing streets, 
pfiylng in the streets, running in 
front of automobiles, hitching on to 
automobiles, running in front of street 
cars, getting on and off street cars, 
and live electric wires 
in 
streets. 


The railroad section will include tres- 
passing, "hopping" trains, going be- 
tween and under cars, and railroad 
crossing's. ^The section on factories, 
shops and stores will be divided into 
two distinct chapters—one for school 
children in the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades who will soon enter 
factories, and the other for appren- 
tice and continuation pupils who are 
already employed in factories. 
The 


chapter for the latter will be some- 
what more advanced and will include 
more details. 


These two chapters will cover such 


subjects as the use of safety devices 
provided by the employer, going on 
and off elevators and up and down 
stairways, proper clothing—especially 
for girls—which cannot be caught in 
machinery use of groggles to protect 
the eyes, fooling and scuffling, look- 
ing around and talking while working 
on a machine, leaving nails on the 
floor or obstructions in passage ways 
and dangerous piling of materials. 
In 


the chapter for apprentices and con- 
tinuation pupils it will be emphasized 
that in the experience of companies 
which have reduced deaths and in- 
juries from 50 to 70 per cent, only 
one-third of this reduction has been 
made possible by the use of guards, 
while two-thirds has been accomplish- 
ed by the co-operation of the work- 
man. 


The industrial commission's efforts 


to reduce the accident hazard is being 
accomplished by the use of moving 
pictures, shop meetings bulletins, etc. 
school book on safety will reach ef- 
fectively the hom*e and not only stan 
the children to thinking and talking 
about safety, but also interest the 
parents. 


The state health department is dis- 


tributing among the teachers of* this 
state the new law adopted by the state 
board of health on January of this 
year. The pamphlet accompanying the 
law urges teachers to attend more 
strictly to proper methods of sanita- 
tion and says: 


"All teachers^ school authorities and 


health 
officers 
having jurisdiction, 


shall not permit the attendance in 
any private, public or parochial school 
of any pupil afflicted with a severe cold 
itch, lice, or other virmin, or any con- 
tagious skin disease. The teachers in 
all schools shall without delay, send 
home any pupil who is obviously sYck, 
even if the ailment is unknown, and 
said 'teacher shall inform the parents 
or guardians of said pupils and also the 
local health officer as speedily as pos- 
sible, ( and said health officer shall ex- 
amine the case, take such action as is 
reasonable for the benefit of the pupils 
and to prevent the spread of the in- 
fection.

fever, scarlet fever and tuberculosis 
are carefully explained.

itch; lice, or other virmin, or any con- 
tagious skin disease. The teachers in 
all schools shall without delay, send 
home any pupil who is obviously sick, 
even if the ailment is unknown, and 
said -teacher shall inform the parents 
or guardians of said pupils and also the 
local health officer as speedily as pos- 
sible, (.and said health officer shall ex- 
amine the case, take such action as is 
reasonable for the benefit of the pupils 
and to prevent the spread of the in- 
fection.

chapter for the latter will be some 
what more advanced and will includ 
more details. • 


These two chapters will cover such 


subjects as the use of safety device 
provided by the employer, going on 
and off elevators and up and down 
stairways, proper clothing—especially 
for girls—which cannot be caught in 
machinery use of goggles To protec 
the eyes, fooling- and scuffling, look 
ing- around and talking while working: 
on a machine, leaving nails on the 
floor or obstructions in passage way- 
and dangerous piling of materials. In 
the chapter for apprentices and "con 
tinuation pupils it will be emphasized 
that, in the experience of companies 
which have reduced deaths and in 
juries from 50 to 70 per een't, only 
one-third of this reduction has been 
made possible by the use of. guards 
while two-thirds has been accomplish- 
ed by the co-operation of the work- 
man.

Regents, Formerly Royal Prop 


erty, is Now 100 Years Old. 


Thirty Yean Wai Required to Build 


Historic Preterv*—Queen Eliza- 


beth Rettored Grounds to Pub- 
lic and Ousted Residences. 


London.—The present year is the 


centenary of Regent's Park, the larg- 
est one in London. That is, it is just 
one hundred years since the govern- 
ment took hold of the project of form- 
Ing a park out of the pasture lantf 
known as Marylebone Farm 
and 


Fields. With its annexes the Regent's 
park of today covers over four hun- 
dred acres. 


The land was formerly the outer 


park attached tto the royal mansion of 
Henry VIII. and was a favorite hunt- 
Ing ground of the Tudors. 
Here 


Queen Elizabeth entertained the Rus- 
sian ambassadors with a stag hunt. 
During the eighteenth century Maryle- 
bone park, split up into dairy farms, 
was one of the principal sources of 
the milk supply of London, and these 
fields were intersected by footpaths 
which formed favorite promenades for 
the pent-up Londoner. 


According to a government survey 


made in 1794, Marylebone park con- 
tained 543 acres. 
Shortly after this 


survey premiums were offered by the 
ed by the 
plans for 
government for the best plans 
building on the estate as soon as tl 
leases should fall in. Nash's plan ,o 
form a public park, interspersed wi'li 
a few palatial villas, and to let 11 e 
adjoining ground on building leases 
for the erection of high class resi- 
dences, was ultimately adopted. 


It was decided to name this orna- 


mental inclosure. after tho prince re- 
gent, who, it was said, intended build- 
ing a residence in the park, but this 
plan, if ever entertained, was aban- 
doned. 
The present park was com- 


menced early in LSI2 and for several 
years the silo presented "a most ex- 
traordinary scene of digging, exca- 
vating and building, and seemed more 
like a work of general destruction 
than anything else." • 


The commissioners of woods and 


forests resolved to lay out and plant 
the whole domain according to the 
plan before permitting any building 
operations inside.

some, uneasiness began to be mani- 
fested respecting the ultimate inten- 
tions of the commissioners. To cut a 
long story short, as fast as the various 
terraces encircling the park and tho 
detached villas within the inclosure 
were completed the public were ex- 
cluded from the park lands either op- 
posite or round and about the houses 
till finally tbey found themselves shut 
out of the park entirely. 


This infringement of the rights of 


the public (for the improvements were 
paid for out of the public purse) was 
very gradual and insidtious. The park 
took nearly thirty years to lay out 
ami build, and it was not till 1838 that 
Londoners woke up to the fact that 
while a vast space bad been preserved 
from the encroachment of mean build- 
Ings, tbey had lost the time-honored 
use of it for recreation and exercise. 
In that year the commissioners gave 
the public access to a small strip on 
the eastern side. 


This concession was speedily fol- 


lowed by an agitation 
against 
the 


whole policy of Regent's park. 
In 


April, 1841. Lord Nugent presented an 
address to the queen from the neigh- 
boring parishes praying her majesty 
to throw the entire park open to,the 
public. The queen personally investi- 
gated the subject and came to the con- 
clusion Aliat the rights of the public 
bad been grossly violated. By her or- 
ders the whole park wan thrown open 
on August 15, 1841, and simultaneously 
the government purchased Primrose 
hill from the Eton college estate and 
added it to the park. 


The collection of the Zoological so- 


ciety with the park dates from 182S 
and the collection 
of animals was 


swelled 
by transferring the royal 


collection in the ToWer 
thither 
in 


1834. It may be added that the zoo 
never really caught on with the public 
until the immense excitement created 
by the arrival of the first hippopota- 
mus in 1850. 
The Royal Botanic so- 


ciety wars granted the use of the in- 
ner'circle in 1840 and at once reward- 
ed the privilege by 
erecting 
high 


mounds of earth to insure privacy. 


There have been but few eventful 


episodes in the history of Regent's 
park. Unlike Hyde park, it lias never 
been the scene of riots, great political 
demonstrations, military displays or 
public festivities.

made in 1794, Marylebone park con- 
tained 543 acres. 
Shortly after this 


survey premiums were offered by the 
government SOT the best plans for 
building on the* estate as soon as the 
.leases should fall in. Nash's plan to 
form a public park, interspersed with 
a few palatial villas, and to let the 
adjoining ground on building leases 
for the erection of high class resi- 
dences, was ultimately adopted. 


It was decided to name this orna- 


mental inclosure- after the prince r.e- 
gent, who, it was said, intended build- 
ing a residence in the park, but tills 
plan, if ever entertained, was aba,n- 
doned. 
The present park was com- 


menced early in 3S12 and for several 
years the site presented "a most ex- 
traordinary scene of digging, exca- 
vating and building, and seemed more 
like a work of general destruction 
than anything else." • 


The commissioners of woods and 


forests resolved to lay out and plant 
the whole domain according to the 
plan before permitting any building 
operations inside. 
Accordingly, the 


first thing they did was to demolish 
the farmhouses and taverns and stop 
up the footpaths within the inclos- 
ure.When the project of making the 
park was sanctioned by act of parlia- 
ment, the public had no inkling that 
they might be deprived of the priv- 
ilege of using it.

au^c uneasiness began to be mani- 
fested respecting the ultimate inten- 
tions of the commissioners. To cut a 
long story short, as fast as the various 
terraces encircling the park and tho 
detached villas within the inclosure 
were completed the public were ex- 
cluded from the park lands either op- 
posite or round and about the houses 
til! finally they found themselves shut 
out o£ the park entirely. 
This infringement of the rights of 


the public (for the improvements were 
paid for out of the public purse) was 
very gradual and insiduous. The park 
took nearly thirty years to lay out 
and build, and it was not till 1838 that 
Londoners woke up to the fact that 
while a vast space had been preserved 
from the encroachment of mean build- 
ings they had lost the time-honored 
use 'of it for recreation and exercise. 
In that year the commissioners gave 
the public access to a small strip on 
the eastern side. 
This concession was speedily fol- 


lowed by an agitation 
against

whole policy of Regent's park. 
In 


April, 1841. Lord Nugent presented an 
address to the queen from the neigh- 
boring parishes praying her majesty 
to throw the entire park open to,the 
public. The queen personally Investi- 
gated the subject and came to the con- 
clusion/that the rights ot the public 
bad been grossly violated.

Why. there was 


not a square inch of his body, which 
was not marked in some way, and his 
face and head were about twice the 
normal size. 


"The doctors said that his skull had 


been fractured in the frontal region by

violin. The construction of the artifi- 
cidl fiddler is ingenious. The bow is 
a true circle, a hoop 
of horsehair, 


which travels round and round con- 
tinuously. Standing on end inside the 
hoop are three violins. 
Along the 


neck of the instruments stretches a 
row of uncanny fingers that run up 
and down the strings just like the real 
thins;. 
The violins stand back about 


an ir«h from the moving 
hoop of 


horsehair, against which- they 
are 


pushed at the psychological moment 
when, the note is to be struck. Solos, 
duets, and trios are astonishingly easy 
to the automaton. 
Like most 
auto- 


matic machines, however, It lacks one 
capability—it cannot tune Itaelf. Its 
cost is $2,000.

A WINDMILL CLOTHES DRYER. 


The model from which the clothes 


dryer shown in Fig. 1 was patterned 
has been in use for a number of years, 
and except when not a breath of air is 
stirring, its little fleet of yachts, whose 
sails form the paddles of the wind- 
mill, sail around the circular course 
continuously. 
The best feature of this 


windmill is its combination with the 
clothes dryer, which makes it a practl- 
'al toy that will serve the laundress 
excellently on wash day. 


If there is a //lathes post in the cen- 


t( r of the yar,',, its top may be used 
for a support, otherwise, you will have 
to put up a post. 
A two-by-four will 


serve the purpose for this. 
Set it 


about 18 inches into the ground, and 
then brace it at the base with diag- 
onal pieces. 


Strips one 
inch 
thick 
and 
two 


inches wide may be used for the arms 
of the windmill dryer, hut if you can

get pieces two inches thick they will, 
of course, be so much stronger. Cut 
'the arms six feet long, and hevel their 
ends as in Fig. 3 '(A-), cutting the low- 
er ends to fit the base boatd, B, and 
the upper ends to fit the blocks, 'C. 
The upper end of the arms should be 
about two feet higher than the lower 
end, which will determine the angle 
of the bevels. Cut 'the base block, B, 
eight inches square, and bore at-hree- 
fourths-inch hole through its center for 
the king-bolt, D, and cut the blocks, 'C, 
about two and one-half inches wide by 
ten inches long. 
'Nail blocks, C, to 


the upper ends of the arms, and drive 
thj nail, E, Into each block near the in- 
ner end. Either bolt or screw the long- 
er ends of the arms to Block, B. plac- 


ug the arms as shown in Fig. 2. Fas- 
ten with only one boll or screw, first, 
then connect nails, E, on each opposite 
pail oi arms with tlic wire brace, F 
(Fig. 3). 
These wires should be cut 


about one foot longer than the dis- 
tance be! ween the nails and he twisted 
back on themselves at one 
end, as 


shown in Figs. 3 and 4; then a nail can 
be Elippi'd through one of the loops and 
be used as a lever to Iwist the wire lo 
take up the slack, in-adjusting the arm 
ends.to Ihe proper heights. The dis- 
lances hetween the arm ends should be 
carefully measured, and the arms shift- 
ed from side to side unlil these are 
all Ihe same; then the lower ends 
should be fastened securely with 
a 


second bolt or screw. 


The hulls of the little yachts need 


not be as perfectly made as would be 
necessary lor sailing in water, because 
these yachts 
depend 
entirely 
upon 


their sails; however, for the sake of 
appearance, it is well to make them 
as bhapely as possible. 
They can be 


cut out quickly. 
Fig. 5 shows a top 


view of the hull with the dimensions 
marked upon it. 
Make Ihe bottom flat 


enough to provide a nailing surface 
for fastening the yachts to the blocks, 
C. 
Cut the mast, G, and the boom, H, 


about the length of the hull, and the 
gaff, I, about seven inches long, anci 
fasten wire loops to (he'ends of both 
the boom and the gaff, as shown In 
Fig. 7, to ill over the mast. A brad 
driven through the mast, just below the 
proper heights for the boom and gaff, 
will prevent tie loops from sliding 
down the mast. Use heavy muslin for 
the sails, and fasten them to the mast, 
boom and gaff sticks with heavy linen 
thread. Brace the mast as shown, and 
fasten a smai! pennant to the mast- 
head. 


The peg, J <Figs. 5 and 6), is neces- 


sary to prevent the boom from swing- 
ing over the port side of the yacht. 
By this arrangement, the yachts will 
always sail counter clockwise, no mat- 
ter which way the wind is blowing, 
provided you mount the yachts with 
their bows headed in this direction. 


Pivot the base block, B, to the post 


support with a five-eighths-inch bolt 
about 5 inches long. 
Bore 
a five- 


eighths-inch hole into the top of the 
post to receive the end of the bolt, 
and In mounting the base block placo 
several washers betwen it 
and 
the 


post. 
Screw one-hall-inch screw-eyes 


into the ends of blocks, C (M). and 
also into each of the arms at N and 
O, as shown in Fig. 3, lo slip clothes- 
lines through. It is not necessary to 
cut a clothes-line into pieces, for after 
running it through one row of screw- 
eyes, it may be run down to the next 
row below, and so on through all the 
eyes.

A WINDMILL CLOTHES DRYER. 


-The. model from which the clothes 


'dryer'shown In Fig. 1 was patterned 
has been In use for a number of years, 
and except when not a breath of air is 
stirring, its little fleet of yachts, whose 
sails form the paddles of the wind- 
mill, sail around the circular course 
continuously. 
The best feature of this 


windmill is Its combination with the 
clothes dryer, which makes it a practi- 
cal toy that will serve the laundress 
excellently on wash day. 


If there is a «,'2othes post in the cen- 


tor of. the yari, its top may be used 
for a support, otherwise, you will have 
to put up a post. 
A two-by-four will 


serve the purpose for this. 
Set it 


about IS inches into the ground, and 
then brace it at the base with diag- 
onal pieces. 


Strips, one 


inches wide may be used for the arms 
of the windmill dryer, but if you' can

get pieces two inches thick tney w'ill, 
of course, be so -much stronger. -Cut 
'the arms six feet long, -and "bevel their 
ends as in Fig. S •(&•), -cutting tne Jow- 
er ends to fit ,-the base Tjoa-rd, B, and 
the upper ends to "fit the blocks, -C. 
The upper end of tne arms should be 
about two feet higher than the.lower 
end, which will determine the angle 
of the bevels. Cut -the base 'block, B, 
eight inches square, and bore a three-- 
fourths-inch hole through its center for 
the king-bolt, D, and cut the blocks, 'C, 
about two and one-half inches wide Tjy 
ten inches long.

The hulls of the little yachts need 


not be as perfectly made as would be 
necessary for sailing in water, because

upon

appearance, it is well to make them 
as shapely as possible. 
They can be 


cut out quickly. Fig. 5 shows a top 
view of the hull with the dimensions 
marked upon it.

enough to provide a nailing surface 
for fastening the yachts to the blocks, 
C. 
Cut the-mast, G, and the boom, H, 


about the length of the hull, and the 
gaff, I, about seven Inches long, and 
fasten wire loops to the^ends of both 
the boom and the gaff, as shown in 
Fig. 7, to fit over the mast. 
A brad 


driven through the mast, just below the 
proper heights for the boom and gaff, 
will prevent the loops from sliding 
down the mast. . Use heavy muslin for 
the sails, and fasten them to the mast, 
boom and gaff sticks with heavy linen 
thread. Brace the mast as shown, and 
fasten a small pennant to the mast- 
head. 


The peg, J (Figs. 5 and G), is neces- 


sary to prevent the boom from swing- 
ing over the port side of. the yacht. 
By this arrangement, the yachts will 
always sail counter clockwise, no mat- 
ter which way the wind is blowing, 
provided you mount the yachts with 
their' bows headed in this direction. 


Pivot the base block, B, to the post 


support with a five-eighths-inch bolt 
about 5 inches long.

post to receive the end of the bolt, 
and in mounting the base block plac<?
